DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 2, 8, 14 and 32 are withdrawn because they were drawn to a non-elected 
invention. However, claims 2, 8 and 14 have been incorporated into the allowed claims. 
Independent claim 32 is cancelled because it was never examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

After a careful examination of the Applicant's remarks, the Examiner has withdrawn the 
finality of the office action and all the claims are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After careful 
consideration of the Applicant's remarks the Examiner has found the independent claims are 
allowable. There is no evidence in the prior art of a medical device having an article made of 
metal of ceramic having depressions, a multilayer coating region with multiple polyelectrolyte 
layers deposited over the surface, a therapeutic agent disposed within the depressions beneath the 
multilayer coating region, wherein the multilayer coating region extends over the agent 
containing surface depressions to provide cavities which are occupied by the therapeutic agent.
